000,000. 
These figures compiled 
by Mr. Gist show that any cause 
for pessimism in Alabama is large­ 
ly imaginary, with the losses in 
cctton practically 
overcome 1 by 
gains hr other products. "* In other 
words the people have about the 
same amount of money they have 
been accustomed to, taking 
the 
state as a whole.
